Few persons ever reach the intelligence 
level known as genius, and according to 
a s u r v e y made by a North Carolina Univer­ 
sity psychologist and published by the 
Smithsonian Institute, it's a good thing. 
Dr. Harold D. McCurdy reports a study of 
20 Americans considered to be in the gen­ 
ius category reveals without exception a 
miserable life of drudgery, ostracism by 
society and loneliness. 
His survey also indicates very definite 
ingredients needed to mature an above- 
average intelligence into an extraordin­ 
arily superior one. Among the leading he 
f o u n d to be an exceptional amount of 
personal attention by parents and other 
adults in education and the expression of 
love, isolation from the world 
of youth, 
and a high d e g r e e of imagination. All 
three 
ingredients 
promote 
the 
highest 
mental development 
of 
the 
individual, 
says Dr. McCurdy, and each in turn is the 
antithesis of public education. 
Thus. Dr. 
McCurdy 
concludes, 
‘'the 
m ass education of our public school sys­ 
tem is, in its way, a vast experiment on 
the effect of reducing all three of these 
factors to minimal values, and should ac­ 
c o r d i n g l y tend to suppress the occurrence 
of genius." 
It is true that in generations past, when 
the emphasis in education was upon the in­ 
dividual's shoulders instead of upon an 
expectation that 
s o c i e t y 
would 
pro­ 
vide the knowledge necessary for a suc­ 
cessful life, there were more scholars who 
dedicated their lives to the invention, dis­ 


covery and exhausting r e s e a r c h of 


knowledge and its applications. Public ed­ 
ucation. through w h i c h the great major­ 
ity of the m a s s e s pass id 
a more or 


lets conceited fashion, may have buried 
the age of genius. 
Whereas in other generations education 
(particularly higher education) was gen­ 
e-all) limited to a s m a l l percentage of 
the population, and a high school diploma 
was respected as much as is today s col­ 
lege d e g r e e , the number of naturally 
gifted individuals who did not receive the 
opportunities of public schooling was not 
insignificant. It was during this period of 
self - education that many of the nation's 
famous individuals emerged. It was also a 
period of mass ignorance. 
Today, the average American has an 
education greatly superior to that of his 
parents. Many who might have become 
prominent — and lonely — geniuses may 
have been thwarted by m ass education. 
But if a b a l a n c e is to be struck be­ 
tween an occasional genius and a general 
uplifting of national education, the latter 
must take precedent e.

charges about drug profits a few

The Association is a voluntary,

made available usually only on the 
presentation of a doctor s prescrip 
tion. 
Tile Association reports that the 
average price to the patient of a 
prescription in the United States 
is about $3. More
